ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING 

COMMISSION 

The format of the following report is changed from previous years. Rather 
than presenting a listing of RRPC activities it was felt that it would be more 
useful to give a State of the Region Report outlining the problems and 
opportunities facing residents of the Rutland Region. The overall picture 
painted by the report is somewhat gloomy however, history indicates, and we 
would like to believe, that a cooperative effort among all communities is the 
key to improving that picture. On the one hand no one enjoys reading about 
problems; on the other hand, the following report offers a challenge to all of us 
in the coming year. 

THE ECONOMY — Unemployment in Rutland County has risen 
dramatically in the last five years. In January 1970, the rate was 3.4% when 
unemployed workers not eligible for benefits are counted. Personal income in 
Vermont is relatively low. Vermont's personal income is the second lowest in 
New England and Uth lowest in the U.S. This is serious noting the high cost of 
living. Based on job offerings and wages in recent months, wages are not 
expected to increase significantly over the near future. It was estimated that 
an annual income of $7,000 was required to support a family of four (not owning 
a home) during 1975. At least 21% of the families in this region fell below this 
income figure. By 1977 a family of four will need an annual income of $8,050 and 
it is estimated that over 25%of the region's families will fall below this figure. 
The cost of living is increasing much more rapidly than family incomes, 
resulting in lower purchasing power and a lower standard of living for the 
region's residents. 

The recent formation of a Economic Development Council of Southwest 
Vermont — an effort of the RRPC, private industry, local and state officials 
and the federal government — is a strong indication that people from all over 
the region can work together to solve a common problem. The long term goal 
of the council is to improve wages, employment opportunities and family 
incomes. We now have an organization to deal with the lack of basic sewer and 
water services and the lack of industrial sites — two problems which have 
hampered regional development efforts to date. 

HOUSING — With only one exception, every community in the region has a 
need for acceptable housing that exceeds the current supply. Presently, there 
is a large number of households for which no housing is available at a 
reasonable cost forcing families to live in unsafe and unhealthy conditions or 
forcing them to pay more for housing than they can really afford. It has been 
estimated that over 1,000 households pay an excessive amount of income for 
purchase of a home and many pay more than 25% of their income for rent. The 
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Plrierlv are particularly hard hit by rising housing costs with many paying 50 /o 
0 theirTncome^^ shelter. It has been estimated that there will be over 350 
new eldedyTouseholds by 1980. By 1980 the region will need 2800 new housing 
^nL to keep pace with population trends and the need for better hous.ng^It is 
Jeionable to expect that over 500 of these units will have to be publicly 
subsXed for the elderly, handicapped, and low-income families to live m 
healthy conditions. 

Recent efforts by some communities to provide better housing for their 
residents is encouraging. 

PUBLIC TRANSPORTATION - The lack of public transportation poses 
some serious problems for low -income families, the young and the elderly 
particularly when one notes it is these groups which have a real need for 
personal services not usually located near their homes. The rural character of 
the region its dispersed population and the concentration of services in the 
Rutland City area 'pose a significant transportation problem for many 
individuals. The region's new bus system is a big step in the right direction 
however it has a limited service area and a questionable financial future^With 
a larger' portion of our population falling into the elderly category and fuel 
prices likely to increase, public transportation will become increasingly 
important. 

FINANCING LOCAL GOVERNMENT - The ability of taxpayers to pay for 
increasing government costs is questionable and local governments are not 
starting or participating in new programs . . . some are cutting back in critical 
areas With the prospect of raising local taxes not much of a prospect at all, 
many local officials are stabilizing town budgets. Expenditures, now being 
postponed, are going to come back in the future with much higher price tags. 
The "belt tightening" efforts of some communities have led them to look for 
ways to budget and plan for future expenditures. The RRPC is helping several 
communities do this and it does result in cost savings. However, it appears that 
the real question facing us is "do we accept less for our tax dollars or agree to 
pay more for the same level of service?"

As the Director of the Rutland Area Visiting Nurse Association, Inc., it is my 
pleasure to present our Annual Report for the year 1976. 

The home health care demand continues to grow and we are striving to 
provide the best possible quality and quantity of care to the people in your area. 
Our program still includes Skilled Nursing, Physical Therapy, Speech Therapy, 
Occupational Therapy and Homemaker Home Health Aide Service. We provide 
preventive health clinics to Senior Citizens and supply nursing staff to Well 
Child Conference Clinics. We now have a home dialysis nurse to provide 
service in the home and we also do contract school nursing. 

The Agency continues to work with all agencies in the county to coordinate 
and try to bring the best possible continuity of care to all people in need. We 
work closely with the hospital and extended care facilities for better discharge 
planning. We provide pre-natal classes for expectant parents with follow-up 
care in the home for the new born and mother if there is a need. 

Total direct services into the home that have been provided in your area are 
as follows; 

Skilled Nursing Visits 
Physical Therapy Visits 
Speech Therapy Visits 
Occupational Therapy Visits 
Homemaker -Home Health Aide Visits 

We are a certified Home Health Agency, meeting all federal requirements 
under the Medicare Program. 

We do many evaluation visits in the home for physicians to determine 
patients needs and report back, possibly preventing hospitalization. This 
JoSes to be a very worthwhile part of our program even though it is not a 
chargeable visit. 

I would like to express our appreciation for the interest and the support given 
by your town for the past years and also for the future. We are always happy to 
provide all the health services that we can. If your town has special needs and 
requests, let us hear from you. 

We are looking forward to continued growth in the coming year.

For the first time that I can remember the pool was almost filled with water 
and ice covered in the early spring.

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SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 



The year 1976 has been an eventful year in the Proctor School District. As 
reported in last year's Town Report, we are involved in the New England 
Accreditation process and expecting results in April of this year. The 
Elementary School has been working on the Public School Approval using the 
Elementary evaluative criteria this past year. It is hoped that it will be 
completed by December 1977. We commend the many townspeople and faculty 
for their cooperation and willingness to devote many hours to completing these 
projects. Both of these reports will have a direct bearing on the future of the 
Proctor school system. 

The Elementary School grounds underwent an improvement this past year. 
We have a new parking area, new sidewalks and new roadways. New 
playground equipment will be placed on the grounds this spring. 

The past year has also been a year of unrest and turmoil. Your board has 
been listening to find out what the base of these feelings are. People meeting us 
on the street, in stores, calling us to report their feelings and to see what can be 
done to correct these problems has been of great concern to the board. First, to 
identify the problems is very difficult and then to solve them is even more 
difficult. 

Some of the problems we can identify, which are a great concern to the 
board, are: the faculty joining the American Federation of Teachers. We 
believe we now have a backlash of that action. Secondly, we think we have a 
lack of confidence and credibility between the townspeople and the school 
system which makes it very difficult for all people concerned to operate in and 
to continue the excellent school system we have enjoyed for so long. 

Your board will continue to strive for excellence with your help, continue to 
identify and solve problems as they come before us, continue to be very 
watchful of the needs of our students as presented to us by you, and continue to 
be prudent with the responsibility you have entrusted to us.

We the Selectmen wish to express our sincere appreciation to all Proctor 
residents for their cooperation in dealing with the problems that faced us 
during the past year. 

Several projects have taken place during the past year, among these was the 
completion of the Main Street project. This certainly was a great improvement 
in this area, not only the portion of the highway that was completed, but the 
replacement of the pipe work that was done, too. 

Also, the water survey that we had contracted Jennison Engineering, Inc. of 
Burlington to do was completed. It was timely planning and fortunate for the 
Town that this was undertaken for this enabled us to be prepared to submit an 
application under the Local Public Works Capitol Development and Investment 
Act of 1976. Proctor's application was approved for an amount not to exceed 
$249,260.00 for construction of water system improvements. If it had not been 
for Carl Spangler, Executive Director of the Rutland Regional Planning 
Commission who prepared and followed our application through the Federal 
red tape we probably would not have been successful in obtaining the grant. 
Our thanks to the Rutland Regional Planning Commission and especially Carl.

During the past year Ray Maloney retired after 44 years of service to the 
Town of Proctor. We extend our sincere appreciation for these many years of 
service and wish Ray and his wife, Ann, many happy years of retirement. 

Also during the past year Dale Dwyer retired from the Water and Sewer 
Department and was replaced by Douglas Burgess. Ralph Tillberg retired 
from the Town Clerk's office and Margaret Bartlett was appointed to take 
Ralph's place as Assistant Town Clerk and Assistant Treasurer. In November 
James P. Haley retired from the Highway Department after several years of 
service to the Town and Bernard Ratti was hired in Jim's place. To these 
people we express our thanks for their cooperation in service to the Town. 

We would again like to thank all the Proctor residents without whose support 
and assistance our Town could not function. We also urge anyone that so 
desires to attend our meetings which are held on the second and fourth Monday 
of each month at 7:00 P.M. at the Town Clerk's Office.
